Emporia State walked away 
with another CIC track cham- 
pinoship at .Pittsburg, Kansas, 
last Saturday but Omaha Uni- 
versity, lead by several inspired

highest OU finish in CIC history. 

Emporia’s distance men shined 
in the final tabulations, but 
Omaha’s swift sprint corps, led 
by Rocket Roger Sayers and 
freshman Terry Williams, put 
the Indians in the spotlight most 
of the day.
